“5B. The following rates of postage shall be chargeable on postal articles to be sent by surface to Bangladesh where 
the postage is pre-paid, namely 


(i) Book packets containing printed books 

For the first one hundred grammes or fraction thereof 
For every one hundred grammes or fraction thereof in 
in excess of one hundred grammes 

(ii) Book packets containing periodicals 

For the first one hundred grammes or fraction thereof 

For every additional one hundred grammes or fraction 
thereof in excess of one hundred grammes 

(iii) Registered Newspapers 

(a) In the case of a single copy of a registed Newspaper 

For a weight not exceeding 50 grammes 

For a weight exceeding 50 grammes but not exceeding

(b) In the case of more than one copy of the same issue of a 
registered Newspaper being carried in the same packet
